PRIDE GOETH BEFORE AN ENDO 


You think it’s all fun. You've got 
pictures in your head of us drinking 
beer with Jimmy Weinert, eating 
pizza with Carl Cranke, going to the 
track three days a week and blowing 
up test bikes, burning tons of film 
from the infield at every GP, 
steaming at the keys of our type- 
writers — all done on a high energy 
level. Life at 48 frames a second. 

It isn’t all fun. 

Sometimes, yes. But not all the 
time. 

Like recently — despite some of 
my best scheming and conniving — I 
had to renounce my intentions of 
riding the ISDT. 

This very rational decision was 
based on the results of testing my 
riding abilities (small; now if they 
only had an international 
competition of highly original 
crashing) and my mechanical talents 
(so slim that they might be 
considered negative; things tend to 
break when I'm around). Instead, I 
decided that I deserved a medal in 
one of the Two Day Qualifiers. A 
Bronze to be specific; I'm not proud. 

So I entered into a period of 
machinations (read: scheduling hot 
enduro bikes for the months when 
the qualifiers would be held) and 
heavy duty maneuvering (talking 
the publisher into DB's coverage, 
and how good that coverage would 
be if I entered). That part went all 
right. 

Absolutely nothing else did. 

First there was California City. I 
was pumped; the bike was right; I 
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had all the rules written on the 
inside of my goggles so I wouldn't 
blow it. The first half of the first day 
went off as planned. 

But toward the end of the day, 
though the spirit was still there, the 
flesh was rapidly withering away. I 
started doing some extraordinarily 
dumb things. Like not shutting off at 
the tops of hills. Painful. 

Things were really sad by the time 
I reached the acceleration test on the 
way back to the impound. Just to 
stall for breath, I asked Al Eames if I 
could stop outside of the impound 
and work on my bike until my entire 
hour was gone. "If you're riding for 
a Bronze, that's really using your 
head." 

Of course I was using my head, 
that's all I had left. My hands were 
blistered, my fingers were perma- 
nently curled, and I had used up all 
the hinging and unhinging built into 
my knees for the rest of my life. I 
knew they'd never work again. 

The only thing I noticed after 
locking up the bike and taking a 
shower was that I was about four 
inches shorter now than when I had 
started in the morning. I also had an 
excellent cold by then. 

I slept from four in the afternoon 
until five the next morning. Down- 
stairs, I checked the score. I was next 
to last in the 250 class. 

That sunk in at breakfast and as I 
sneezed and sniffled through my 
eggs, I decided to give up. I 
wouldn't go out there again. Not 
today. Not after they'd raised the

averages. 

But I'd made a serious mistake by 
getting up at five. I had time to 
change my mind. 

So there I was when my number 
came up and the damn Bultaco 
started on the first kick. I'd been 
hoping that a friend had stolen the 
piston overnight. 

Eventually I made it to the first 
gas. It was my intention to ride out 
to there and quit, but the crew 
gassed me, slapped me on the back, 
and I left again without thinking. 

Somewhere out there I got lost, 
really lost, in a bunch of small hills 
and dead-end valleys. At one point 
on the way back, an enormous rock, 
about the size of this desk, appeared 
with one flat side facing me. My 
mind said, “Hey, there’s a rock.” My 
body, which happened to be in 
control of the bike at that point, 
said, “So what?” and drove straight 
into it. 

That ended the California City 
Qualifier. But, no big thing, I never 
said I was a desert rider, just wait 'til 
Trask, bov, trees and hills and mud 
and trees, Ill show these guys. Uh 
huh. Ain't nuthin’ but a 230-mile 
trail ride against the clock two days 
in a row; Ill wipe them out. Yeah. 
Sure. 

Things started going wrong long 
before we ever got to Oregon. 
Although some clubs don't expect it, 
the rules say that the cylinder and 
head must be drilled to accept an 
inspection wire. Right before Dick 
Miller and I left, I tried to do that, 
but the plug exploded as I shoved it 
in the socket and destroyed the tops 
of my left fingers. OK. Good start. 

Then the Great Yellow DIRT 
BIKE Big W tried to self-destruct and 
slowed us enough that my mount 
had to be broken in riding on the 
trailer on the way to the impound. 

At the last minute I was installing 
a compression release that a local 
rider recommended as the hot setup 
for the snotty downhills. Then I 
reached for the numbers. Dick had 
left them back at Preston's. Hum, 30 
dollars worth of numbers for all 
occasions, brought a thousand miles, 
and he leaves them behind. I wanted 
to strangle him, but I didn't have 
time: the compression release seemed 
to be operating permanently and 
that made it hard to start the bike. 

Finally it was in, painted and 
dB'ed, all that was left to do was 
figure out some way to make the 
rain stop before we had to ride in it 


in the morning. 

By the time my minute got off, it 
had stopped. Instead, it was hailing. 

But it stopped hurting my face as 
soon as we got into the woods and 
started climbing. I, of course, 
started crashing. Soon I had my old 
woods riding rhythm back, one-two- 
three-crash, one-two-three-crash. In 
no time, I'd worked my way back 20 
numbers. Then it started snowing. 
Then the mud froze. So I dropped 
the second and third beats out of the 
rhythm and stepped up the crashing. 

But none of that bothered me; I 
was worried about the downhills. 
Remember the compression release 
and the local rider’s advice. I was 
getting really worked up about it. At 
last, the trail took a turn down. I 
immediately crashed. And slid to the 
bottom. It was about four feet high. 
Oh well. I got everything back 
upright and lounged across the bars 
to get my breath and find my glasses 
and then something clean to wipe 
them on. Another rider pulled up 
beside me and asked if I was all right. 
Sure, I told him, and he got all 
pissed off because he wanted to stop 
and help me, not go on. 

Not me; I went on. See the 
intrepid Two Days rider slogging 
through the mud, ready at any 
moment to pull the machine to the 
side of the trail and whip off a 
45-minute flat fix. 

There was only one real uphill in 
the section of the course I got to ride. 
I had no problems at all: pick myself 
up; climb to the bike; fall a couple of 
times trying to pick it up; fall some 
more while looking for somewhere 
to stand to kick it over; get it into 
gear; push, shove, and fall again 
when the bars get out of reach; 
climb up to the bike and repeat the 
process. Ever notice that no matter 
how tired you are when you get to 
the top of one of these hills, you 
immediately ride away? No rest. 
You can't see for the goggle fog, but 
you ride anyway. Embarrassment, 
not courage, drives the enduro rider. 

A short time later it was all over. 
I'd gotten to Check 1 more than an 
hour late because I'd fallen on the 
shift lever so much, I was sure that 
the bike wouldn't go into second. I 
didn't actually try to get second. If it 
had worked, I would have gotten to 
the check in time to go on and I'm 
not that stupid. 

At least the DB team shared a lot 
of experiences with the good guys —

This month Id like to spend a 
little time on the history (my version) 
of motocross machinery. We take 
too much for granted now. For 
instance, have you ever wondered 
why everyone makes 360cc machines 
to compete in a class with the upper 
limit of 500cc? Why not go to the 
limit? The more horsepower, the 
better, right? Only to a point. 

The story begins around 1958 
when Greeves was getting their feet 
wet in MX competition. The Greeves 
effort was headed, in part, by Brian 
Stonebridge. Brian, like the Rickman 
brothers, was an excellent rider as 
well as a very good designer. As the 
Greeves was being developed (little 
modifications like putting shocks on 
the rubber spring front end and 
getting a 250 Villiers engine), Brian 
noticed that his lap times on the 250 
were close to his 500cc times. 

Shortly thereafter, Dave Bickers 
won the European 250cc Champion- 
ship a few years running on his 
Greeves. The next year, the FIM 
changed the status of the series to a 
World Championship. Our friend 
Rolf Tibblin, on a very special 
prototype Husqvarna two-stroke, 
won it that year. 

Meanwhile, Greeves knew they 
had a successful 250 and decided to 
run against the big boys in the 500 
class. Their stopwatch said they had 
a chance. They were right; they 
won. Then they won a few more 
important events and the guys with 
the 500cc machinery began to 
complain quite a bit: "He's got a 
smaller bike; it’s lighter, doesn’t 
have the weight to put up with; we 
are at a disadvantage." 

So the A.C.U., Britain's 
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FIM 


affiliate, ruled that 250 machines 
could not race in the 500 class. No 
problem for Greeves. They took the 
bike, bored it .5mm over, and made 
it a 252. 

They won some more races with 
it. 

After much discussion in the FIM 
and their related associations (I 
might add that the AMA wasnt 
involved at this time), there was a 
new rule. The new machine would 
have to run in the 350 class. Of 
course there weren't any races for 
the 350 class, so the two-stroke 
manufacturers simply couldn't race. 

But at least their objectives were 
clearer; they had to build machines 
displacing more than 350cc. Hence, 
the 360s, most of which are really 
351s or 352s. Just enough over to 
make it legal. 

Although you can run anything 
up to 500cc as the rules are written, 
it's quite difficult to get much more 
horsepower on the ground than that 
produced by a 250. At least up to 60 
or 70 mph, about the maximum 
speed in a motocross. 

Either because the factories were 
still thinking of four-stroke displace- 
ments, or because they assumed the 
buying public would, there are 
many 400 and 450 machines out 
now. The 450 Husky is a good 
example of a bike that, for one 
reason or another, didn't work. Or it 
just didn't sell. 

Remember that you can only put 
so much power to the ground. A 450 
with the powerband characteristics 
of a 250 coming on the pipe gets vou 
in trouble. Neither excessive wheel- 
spin or looping it is the fast way 
around.

So now the trend in motocross is 
toward smaller engines, not larger 
ones. 

But those big bikes could be nice. I 
had one of the original big Maicos 
around 1970. Maico's super-sharp 
engine man, Gunther Schier, built 
this 480. He got a Porsche racing 
piston from the Mahle factory and 
machined it to fit a specially-cast 
cylinder that looked a lot like today's 
501. 

The original 480 was coupled to a 
three-speed gearbox. He had to go to 
three speeds to get gears big enough 


. to handle the extra horsepower. 


I thought the bike worked good; it 
had a very wide tractor powerband 
that turned about 7000 rpm on top 
and it always seemed to be on the 
pipe. I hardly ever had to shift. As 
soon as the engine was running 
smoothly in third gear, it would 
accelerate as fast as traction allowed, 
all the way up to 65 or 70. However, 
in spite of my thoughts about the 
bike (which were modest in 
comparison to the opinions of their 
factory riders such as Adolph Weil 
and Ake Jonsson), Maico felt the 
machine had way too much power. 

In any event, production never 
took off on that machine, nor was 
there much continued factory 
interest. The factory finally screwed 
around a little bit and made a 501 
out of it (per Frank Cooper’s 
request) and put a stock four-speed 
gearbox on it. Reasoning behind a 
production 501 is that in the bigger 
races like Hopetown, they have an 
Open class which starts at 501cc and 
goes up to catch the big Triumph 
and BSA 650s and 750s. 

But the days of the big two-stroke 
are quite limited. Getting the power 
to the ground and minimizing 
wheelspin is the big trick, not only 
from corner to corner, but in getting 
a good start. 

Its been interesting to see the 
almost complete reversal of 
machinery types that has occurred 
over the 20 years that I have been 
racing scrambles and motocross. 
Prior to 1965 most of what we call 
motocross now was called scrambles. 
And many of these were on faster, 
graded courses rather than natural 
terrain. Back about 1955 (when I 
started racing) until the early part of 
the “60s — '61, 62 — four-strokes 
dominated. The two-strokes were 
notoriously slower. The old Villiers 
engines were basically gutless. They

DIRT BIKE 


PROMOTING THE SPORT 


Gene R. Ritchie is a promoter of 
motocross; he’s also part owner of 
the Red Bud Recreational Area, Inc. 
in Buchanan, Michigan. He got 
bummed out by all the one-sided bad 
publicity laid on promoters and 
decided to take his turn in "Hole 
Shot." You can too, just stab some 
typewriter keys and send it off to 
Hole Shot, P. O. Box 317, Encino, 
California 91316. 


Motocross promoters are not 
rip-off artists and we are not all a 
bunch of thieves. 

Believe me, its a rough way to 
make a buck. But sometimes, it's 
worth it. The biggest thrill I get is 
the personal satisfaction and the 
charge my system gets when someone 
comes up to me and says, "This sure 
is a super place." Or, "Sure is a hell 
of a good job you guys are doing 
here." Without that little personal 
satisfaction, I don't think I would 
want to continue this. The fact that I 
don't have the time to participate in 
the sport I feel so deeply about — 
because I'm promoting it — would 
be a small sacrifice, if the public 
would understand. 

As president of the 7-11 
Competition Club and 30-percent 
shareholder of Red Bud Recreation, 
Inc., I feel the biggest complaint I 
have about motocross is the constant 
cutting down of the U.S. promoters. 

People seem to be of the opinion 
that owning a track is a get-rich- 
quick proposition. They fail to 
realize the hours of time spent in 
promotion and preparation, plus the 
expense factor. Let me give you a 
quick rundown of some of the 
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expenses incurred during the 1974 
racing season.

Who knows what tainted thoughts lurk in the 
minds of man?

Edison Dye. A name you won't be 
hearing about this year. Heard it last 
year though, didn't you? Zoar 125 
GP. The St. Charles Trans-Am 
cancellation. Remember? Lot of 
name calling. One could say that 
Mr. Dye got “bad press” out of that 
one. One attack may even wind up 
as a libel suit. The Tunnel knows 
there are always three sides, maybe 
two, to every story. Was Edison Dye 
the boogie man? Should he be tarred 
and feathered and dragged across 
the Mojave behind a 380 Greeves? 
Are there two sides to the St. Charles 
story? Maybe. Maybe not. Let's ask. 

First, who is Edison Dye? He was 
the first promoter and race organizer 
to bring European motocross to the 
United States. That happened back 
in 1966. He put on six races. In 1967 
the figure was upped to eight, and it 
moved into double digits in follow- 
ing vears until 1972 when the AMA 
became the sanctioning body for 
international racing, the Inter-Am 
and Trans-Am series. 

It cost money to put on the races, 
front money to get the Europeans 
over here. Dye told us it cost him 
$140,000 a year. Edison Dye was 
also the American importer for 
Husqvarna motorcycles. Back in '66 
the DT] Enduro (let alone any 
Japanese MXers) was still a couple of 
years away. The racing helped sales 
of racing bikes. Particularly 
Husqvarnas. Dye also helped 
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promote his product by signing up 
some outstanding racers, fellows like 
Malcolm Smith and desert riders J. 
N. Roberts and Whitey Martino. 
Success in the Baja events, the Mint 
400 and the Barstow to Vegas run 
are still prime considerations by 
Husqvarna today. And so, back in 
the “60s, a square-it-off Swedish 
motocrosser became the hot setup 
for the California deserts. Dye sold 
his interests in the distributorship 
just this past March. Even his most 
avid detractors would be hard 
pressed to avoid admitting that he 
was instrumental in launching both 
motocross and Husqvarna in the 
US: 

So much for who is Edison Dye. 
What about the 125cc International 
at Zoar Valley last July and the 
cancelled St. Charles Trans-AMA 
last November? We contacted Bill 
Amick, Racing Publicity Manager 
for the AMA. He spoke to the 
concerned AMA officials and got 
back to us. Here’s what he sent us: 
First, let’s treat the Zoar event, since 
it is a relatively simple matter. 

“Edison Dye posted a $1500 
performance bond for that event at 
the time sanction was granted by the 
AMA. Unfortunately, the Zoar track 
was not properly prepared for an 
International meet and fell well 
below AMA standards for an event 
as significant as an Inter-AMA or 
125cc World Prize. Of the $1500 
posted by Dye, $500 was refunded. 
The remaining $1000 was withheld 
because Dye had not complied with 
AMA standards. This $1000 was 
distributed to AMA riders through 
the 125cc National Championship 
point fund.

financially because an acceptable 
settlement would be very difficult — 
and costly — to obtain. 

“This brings us to the matter of 
Dye's involvement in AMA racing in 
1975. At the time Dye reneged on his 
1974 Trans-AMA he had been 
granted two events for 1975. These 
sanctions were cancelled by the 
AMA and Dye will NOT promote 
any AMA-sanctioned event in 1975. 
Obviously, the St. Charles incident 
would weigh heavily in the unlikely 
event that Dye should ever apply for 
future AMA sanctions.

responsibility: Promoters were 
required to pay a sanction fee and 
post a performance bond at the time 
a sanction was issued. Further, they 
had to post the purse, in cash, before 
any activity (including practice) 
would begin on race day. 

“In 1975, promoters are required 
to post the purse a day prior to the 
race, thus eliminating the possibility 
of a promoter seeing rain on race 
day and electing to forfeit his bond 
(and future sanctions) rather than 
risk a financial loss on the event. 
Further, the AMA has taken action 
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to insure that clerical oversights such 
as the one which allowed Dye’s bond 
to expire will not recur. 

“An important point to make here 
is that regardless of precautionary 
steps, the St. Charles Trans-AMA 
incident is not altogether uncommon 
in sports. Earlier this year, for 
example, an event on the Ladies 
Professional Golf Association tour 
was endangered when purse money 
was not produced. This took place in 
Houston, Texas, and the tournament 
was saved only because local 
enthusiasts chipped in $35,000. 

“At one midwest stock car event in 


1974 a ‘take the money and run’ 
scheme cost drivers somewhere in 
the vicinity of $10,000 because the 
cash purse requirement which 
applies to AMA racing was not in 
force. The culprits simply pocketed 
the gate receipts and disappeared 
while the drivers raced for nothing. 

“The AMA is taking all the steps 
it deems necessary — and yet fair to 
the promoters who provide a show- 
case for AMA racing — to prevent a 
recurrence of the Edison Dye 
Trans-AMA affair.” 

What about Edison Dye’s side of 
the story. We telephoned him at his 
office in San Diego. His first 
comment was, “It ain’t even worth 
talking about. I’m through with 
racing. A promoter can’t win now in 
regular races. It rained and we 
cancelled the race and that’s all 
there is to it.” 

Wasn’t it billed rain or shine? 

“That’s right. There’s a limit to 
what you can call a race. The track 
was beautifully prepared.” 

Dye was not too happy about 
moving the race back one week. He 
told us he told the AMA it was 
critical because of the weather. Dye 
stated that he wasn’t thinking about 
the fact that his bond had expired 
when the race was delayed a week. 
He said he could have run the race 
and maybe they would have gone 
two laps and then he could have 
given the prize money out to a 
bunch of yo-yos. It would have been 
luck, not talent that would have 
decided who won. Run two laps and 
pay out $20,000. 

On Sunday morning Dye showed 
the money to Referee John (Light 
Brown) Lancione in front of a 
witness. He told him there was no 
way a bike could race the course 
after the steady cloudburst for 24% 
hours that morning. He called the 
race at 10:45. 

Dye told us he paid to tow out 
every vehicle except the Honda truck 
which was too big, and that he 
didn't charge anyone. He said he 
chose to take care of the spectators 
and give them their money back, 
since most of the riders were 
sponsored. He told us he lost $20,000 
and revealed the figure would have 
been $40,000 if he hadn't cancelled. 

What about Zoar? "Its not my 
fault there was no water in the 
reservoir." Dye stated that they 
hadn't had any rain for three months 
and that he brought in two fire

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CHECKING IN 

Downtown Weston, not to be 
confused with suburban Weston, is 
the sprawling metropolis of some 
several hundred bodies. Impound in 
the tennis courts. Sign in, then 
you're supposed to ride to the sound 
test somehow appropriately adjacent 
to a cemetery and back to town so 
the bike can be marked and 
impounded. The paint crew. 
Spraying on the riding numerals 
with stencils and a spray can. Billy 
Black Hand in the railroad overalls. 
First, though, you have to find the 
bike to check it in. Not so easy. You 
slept in Pendleton. Your bike spent 
the night in Weston. "Oh, it's right 
by the green fence when you drive 
into town. Can't miss it. Just two 
blocks from the sign-in." Find the 
bike, Marv Foster helps out. Then 
find the van with your gear. 

Check in. Lie around the grassy 
slope in front of the high school 
watching the bikes arrive. Pentons. 
Huskys. Buls. Ossas. Rokons. A 
Montesa or two. À couple of Jawas 
from Canada. Some XL350s and 
MR175s. A Suzuki 100. A couple of 
400 Monocrossers. A BMW. And, of 
course, some Hodie Road Toads. 
Pure stockers, just out of the crate. 
Walk around, The Penton Strato- 
cruiser, the Crankemobile, the Team 
Yankee van. Yankee is Desert 
Phantom mounted with a win at 
Alabama. Lars Larsson fine-tuning 
his 250 Can-Am. Ben Bowers 
Husky. Uh oh. He's in trouble. 
Exhaust stains on his white I.T. 
fender. Deduct one penalty point. 

Highlight of the sign-in. Yankee 
teamster Kevin LaVoie rides his 
D.P. up the ramp to be marked with 
yellow paint. Count one beat. The 
horses supporting the platform 
collapse. Kevin and his Phantom 
drop two feet to the ground. 

After checking in, you check out 
the town. Small. Read your rider 
packet. Sheet headed: Activity 
Notice and Things to Do. Headlining 
the list: Stomp on the bell at the gas 
station. That's all they listed except 
for eating and showering. Walk 
around, it doesn’t take long to cover 
the town. There it is. The D & F 
Cafe. Funny. Should call it the 
DNF. Find out the mayor rides a 
Wombat. Look at Marv Foster's 
crew cabin VW truck. He has two of 
'em. Sell 'em both for a total of $800. 
Great machines. Holds at least two 
bikes and six passengers. Lessee. 
That's two mechanics for each bike 
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or one for each bike and two for the 
truck or See an ad for a 
Husqvarna chain saw. 280S or the 
380CD Mikkola Redwood Replica. 
Real friendly town. Ask if you can 
park in front of somebody's house 
and they invite you in, feed you and 
give vou a place to sleep. 


CHECK-IN REVISITED 

Preston finally showed up, flying 
his two-engine prop in from 
Newberg, fender capital of the free 
world. It was a typical Petty arrival. 
Didn't bring a bike with him, sign-in 
was already theoretically closed. 
Find Carl Cranke, he has a bike. 
Well, its really not in such hot 
shape. Why doesn’t Preston ride 
Erics. Yes, Eric’s that had been 
siting all week after Eric left, 
bummed out over Trask. Preston is 
lost already. So Carl and Mark 
Adent gave Eric’s 250 a super-fine 
30-minute set-up while Chet keeps 
bumping into everybody putting 
numerals on the number plates. Say, 
Mark. How much time did you 
spend setting up your bike after 
Trask? Mark won the 500 class at 
Trask. Oh, about two full days. Oh. 
Well, 30 minutes should do it for 
Preston.

THE COURSE 

Unlike Trask the preceding week 
the weather was just fine. For the 
event. But this year's Bad Rock was a 
month earlier, had a new organizer, 
and the snow was still melting at the 
higher altitudes. Clerk of the Course 
Ed Chestnut told us that 60 percent 
of last year's route was still under up 
to four feet of snow. A prime portion 
of terrain scheduled for this vear, 
although clear of snow, was deemed 
still too soggy by the Forest Service.

Dan Young was third 175, earned Silver. 
175 class had 14 finishers out of 19 
starters, best finishing percentage of 
the six classes. 
began about two weeks prior to the 
event. Chestnut was still out fussing 
with ribbons and markers at 2 a.m. 
the morning of the first day, some six 
hours prior to the first bike getting 
“off. Because of the lost terrain, 
pavement and gravel roads had to 
pad the mileage count, taking the 
riders back and forth to the water 
crossings and trees. Or, as it was 
presented at the riders meeting: 
We're sorry fellows, but it's gonna be 
a road race to snow drifts and bad 
places. 

The first loop was about a 20-mile 
run on pavement and fireroads to 
Pine Creek, later to be known as 
Infamous Pine Creek, with some 25 
water crossings. 

The second loop was a 40-mile 
run, about 25 on the pavement, 15 
on fireroads and fast trails to Dead 
Man's Pass. A gas stop, then an 
ll-mile run over enduro terrain to 
Immigrant Springs, more gas, and 
road race the 40 miles back to 
Weston to repeat the first loop. In 
all, it added up to about 170 miles. 

It rained Saturday night and the 
course was altered Sunday morning 
to exclude many of the water 
crossings. Only the markings were 
confusing to some of the riders and 
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quite a few rode the original loop, 
deeper water crossings and all. Mark 
Adent was one who missed the new 
course markings. He rode the old 
water crossing infested route and 
lost four minutes. Later the four- 
minute penalty was removed from 
his score. This had a bearing on 
deciding the trade team winner. 
Other riders in thesame predicament 
were also relieved of penalty points 
charged for riding the old water 
route.

Every four years the best ad men 
in the country get together to sell us 
the ultimate product: a president. 

Every Sunday we are deluged 
with invitations to sign our lives 
away for a few years to have the 
very same machine our football 
heroes drive (in the background, as 
an even more subtle invitation, is the 
beautiful woman that somehow 
must appear with the car). 

And more recently these clever ad 
men have found a new market. With 
the country going berserk being 
economical it is a natural. Go 
smaller than a small car. So for one 
reason or another we poor motor- 
cyclists are the recipients of some 
very fine advertising hype. 

It is subtle and it is clever. Which 
is not to say it is bad. After all, there 
are better motorcycles out there now 
than there have ever been. 

Lets narrow down the topic. 
Suzuki is pushing the new RM125. 
They are pushing it hard. This 
included a preview of the bike which 
consisted of a race between the 
motorcycle press with everyone on 
board an RM. Everyone had a 
one-day exposure to the bike at the 
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same time. Suzuki gave out press 
kits, answered questions and let 
everyone ride to their heart's 
content. Best public relations one 
could imagine. On top of that, 
everyone liked the bike. But it was, 
all in all, only a one-day impression. 
Then it came time for a closer look, a 
month-long look, without all the 
outside influences. 

We headed to the track to be 
alone. Forget all that, "Hey, if this 
new thing from Suzuki goes as good 
as it looks, their competition's in 
trouble." After riding, we solicited 
opinions. As always, the questions 


and answers were both general at 
first. 

"It sits tall but when you're 
moving that doesn't bother you at 
all." But that remark came from a 
511" rider. What about all the short 
people in the world? 

We politely asked a young lady, 
who seemed to know what she was 
doing on the track, if she would 
mind giving her opinion about the 
bike. Certainly she would. With a 
flurry of cameras we hit the track. 
After watching for quite a few laps 
just how fast 104 pounds can go on 
board a 125, we flagged her in.

“T like it better than my Elsinore 
(but it is only a '74). And it is fast. 
Really fast.” 

But we wanted to know about the 
height. 

“It’s not too high at all. I could 
always reach the ground around a 
corner. But in the desert I might 
have a problem on a hill or a ridge.” 

Desert riders. They all think hill 
or sandwash, even when they are on 
a pure motocross bike. 

“OK, so you didn’t mind the 
height around the corners, how 
about the suspension, was it too stiff 
for 104 pounds?” 

“No. It felt really good, especially 
over real choppy ground.” 

A bad omen. If it felt fine to a very 
light rider then we were sure the 
hulks on the staff would be constant- 
ly bottoming it. No way. As of this

writing not one person has bottomed 
the Suzuki. Does this mean it is too 
stiff? Not at all. At slow-speed 
choppy stuff and high-speed choppy 
stuff and slow-speed smooth stuff 
and high-speed smooth stuff the bike 
always gives an excellent ride. It's 
our personal opinion that the bike is 
set up just right in the rear; if you 
ever bottom it you're in big trouble. 

The front end brought more 
controversy. 

"It hugs through 
perfectly." 

"It washes out." 

Now wait a minute here. That is 
about as divided as an opinion can 
be. Go back out there and ride some 
more. 

"It hugs through the corners 
perfectly." 

"It washes out." 

We'll come back to that. One of 
the staffers is obviously doing some- 
thing either very right or very 
wrong. Lets talk about power. It 
was unanimous that the RM had a 
good powerband that came on at 
fairly high rpm. About 7000 rpm 
high in the powerband. Thats up

But it is sometimes with the rider. 


there but it is not as pipey as those 
figures might lead you to believe. 
Because it pulls strong from 7000 to 
about 10,000 rpm. Real strong. 

With the five-speed gearbox the 
RM needs this powerband to keep up 
with the six-speed competition. More 
gears means you can afford to have a 
narrower power curve which usually 
results from the factory’s attempt at 
higher peak horsepower. 

But here again opinion is divided. 
One of the staff suggests that a 
five-speed box, coupled with a 
not-so-pipey engine, is the best 
combination. The less time shifting 
the more time power is getting to the 
ground. And with many turns being 


separated by only ten or 20 meters, a 
second lost shifting means a great 
deal. 

Of course this is all theory. In the 
end it must always be brought to the 
particular case. And this particular 
case is the Suzuki. Whatever the 
reasons, this engine and this gearbox 
get that bike around a motocross 
course very fast. 

The best comparison we can draw 
for you is with last year’s TM125. 
The RM is noticeably faster as far as 
straight drag race speed is concerned. 
And on a motocross course, there is 
no comparison between the two 
bikes. With the new rear suspension 
(which is the main difference 
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between the two bikes), the RM is 
simply a class, maybe two, above the 
TM. 

There are other improvements 
also: better air box setup; no more 
Mickey Mouse oil injection; new 
internal design on the forks. Because 
of the new shock setup, the swing- 
arm is different and did not seem to 
flex as did some of the TMs. Also 
because of the new rear end the 
fender and seat have been altered 
slightly. The new seat position 
brought mixed comments but they 
were mostly favorable. A larger 
carburetor (28mm) wraps up the list 
of major changes. 

For those TM owners out there 
who can’t afford switching bikes 
every year, Suzuki is making it easy 
for you. The new forks are inter- 
changeable and rumor has it that a

factory laydown shock kit will be 
available soon. So much for 
comparison. 

The RM is a race bike, so that's 
what we did with it. We took it to 
Grand Prixs and motocrosses. And 
the more we rode it the more we 
liked it. But we can’t ride all the 
time, so we had to stand back and 
make some observations. 

After a thorough cleaning it was 
obvious that a well-worn motorcycle 
rested before us. Paint was worn off 
the side number plates, gas tank and 
side cases. We began a close 
inspection of the bike. The frame 
was not bent, cracked or otherwise 
deformed. Those  welds are 
undoubtedly the ugliest and sloppiest 
ever found on a motorcycle, or 
maybe a close second, but they must 
be strong. 

Tires were holding up remarkably 
well. Those IRCs are among the best 
found stock on any 125 racer. Thev 
brought nothing but praise and are 
definitely responsible for some of the 
Suzuki's sticking power through the 
corners. Rims did not bend or break, 
and they're aluminum so they must 
be light. Not bending is actually 
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Denise tries out the RM. “Nicer than my 
Elsinore.'' 


quite a feat when one stops to 
consider what laces those rims to the 
hubs. For some unknown reason the 
Suzuki's spokes seemed to have a 
human desire to get loose. Twenty 
minutes of riding and nipples could 
be found floating around inside the 
rim. But this was only the first few 
rides. Eventually they did not need 
tightening at all. They just need time 
to settle. 

Since racing was part of the test 
well own up to part of our record. 


Tab washer on the primary gear broke 
and caused momentary heart failure.

nut did its best to break through. 


The famed Suzuki reliability deserves 
its fame. Kind of. The second race 
first (so we can build up the bike 
before we chip away at it). It was a 
Grand Prix and there were incredible 
amounts of water. The Suzuki 
plowed through all this water and 
never missed a beat. Rear wheel 
first, front wheel first, paddling 
through and a few ways that 
probably have never been done 
before. It is completely waterproof. 
And though the Suzuki was getting 
pretty used by then it still pulled 
strong and every part held together. 

To go back a couple of weeks. The 
first race. It was still at the point 
where the spokes needed tightening 
every few minutes. The RM was 
pulling strong as a new bike should. 
Then, starting it up between motos, 
a not-so-funny thing happened: 
sitting there idling in neutral it 
started rattling, gave a few gasps 
and coughs, let out with a sickening 
grinding sound and went silent. We 
stood back horrified. It is bad 
enough when a bike self-destroys 
during a race. But idling! With 
visions of broken cranks, circlips 
lodged between piston walls and 
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rocks in the bottom end, we 
reluctantly removed the top end. 
Nothing. Piston just as it should be. 
We popped off the side case. Ahhh. 
The nut on the primary gear backed 
off because of a broken tab washer. 
Minor, but a definite nuisance. At 
the track we made a makeshift tab 
on an ordinary washer and the bike 
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kept running the rest of the day. 
There have not been any problems 
since then. None at all. 

As we said, the more we ride the 
bike the better we like it. This is true 
of many bikes simply because it takes 
a while to get used to them. But with 
the Suzuki it goes beyond that. For 
example, back to the front end. “It 
hugs through the corners perfectly” 
now seems to be the more reasonable 
comment. It only took time to let the 
“wash-out” man find the right 
seating position on the bike. That 
position is forward. Like right about 
the gas cap. Keep on that front 
wheel and it tracks wherever you 
point it. 


BITS & PIECES 

Fortunately for the future RM 
owner the expensive miscellaneous 
items are also the quality miscella- 
neous items. All the bits or pieces 
needing replacement are the cheap 
items. 

Suzuki's Pointless Electronic 
Ignition is convenient, provided a 
strong spark throughout the test and 
was completely waterproof. 

Rear shocks are fantastic. But they 
are not rebuildable. But then again, 
they are well protected from mud 
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and other flying debris. Eventually, 
though, all shocks need rebuilding. 
New RM shocks are not cheap but 
you won't have to hock your 
grandmother, either. $37 each. 

Levers were fine. 

We've said it so many times it 
sounds like a recording: you will 
have to junk the grips. 

Our chain didn’t break or kink 
and the chain guide setup worked 
very well. The chain itself must be 
kept fairly loose because of all that 
rear wheel travel, and there were 
never any problems with it wrapping 
around our thighs. 

Mikuni chokes are sometimes a 
hassle with gloves on, but no big 
thing. 

Brakes are excellent. 

If you have a gas can with one of 
those fast fill plastic nozzles on it you 
had better purchase a funnel. It’s 
hard to get more than an average 
size thumb in the opening on the 
Suzuki gas tank. 

Air cleaner box has reverse louvers 
to catch the wind and is still 
completely waterproof. Wet foam 
job is among the best we have seen 
stock.

CR vs. YZ vs. RM 


by the Staff of DIRT BIKE 


"I weigh 123 pounds, I'm 14, and 
I watch all the Star Trek reruns. 
Which 125 should I buy?" 

Perennial question. The answer 
used to be pretty obvious in the 125 
class, subtitled the 125 Honda class. 
But time waits for no man, nothing 
is forever, this too shall pass and all 
that. Almost in tandem Yamaha 
released their YZ125 Monocrosser 
and Suzuki debuted the RM125 
laydowner. Ever alert, our pulse on 
the finger of the nation, we matched 
the two newcomers to the “old” 
standby. Lined up the three bikes 
and took 'em ridin’. Probably just 


what vou plan on doing. Arrange 
vour own shootout and compare 
your notes to ours. 

So how do the two new bikes stack 
up to the class favorite? Answer. 
Very well. 

Drag racing. Hard to pick a 
clear-cut winner. The three bikes 
were close. Starts decided the winner 
generally. All three have different 
power patterns. The YZ provides a 
close ratio road racer burst of power 
and its time to shift again. The 
Elsinore runs longer before you have 
to shift, the power burst is not quite 
so radical. The Suzuki, the only 


five-speeder, doesn't seem to need 
the sixth gear. Less downshifting, a 
good power spread, a less radical 
power burst. 

We tried some racing. Jim, Zeal 
and Bill (S. W.A.T.) Sherman switch- 
ing bikes. Jim won two heats riding 
the Suzuki and Honda. Bill won one, 
riding the Suzuki. 

Here are the comments that 
emerged from the riding sessions. 

Zeal: I didn't like the Yamaha at 
first, but then I got used to it and it 
was neat. I ran into stuff I couldnt 
see in the dust and didn't even know 
it. The front end was better than I 
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thought it was. The YZ is really 
zappy, it’s got so much where it’s got 
it. The CR seems to rev slower. The 
YZ was more tractable in the drag 
racing. I had to tiptoe on the RM. 
But I'd take the Suzuki. 

Gunnar: The RM outperforms the 
CR in almost every respect. It’s got 
good, wide power for a 125, as good 
or better than any other stocker, and 
its matched very well to the 
five-speed tranny. The Yamaha 
YZ125 has a little more maximum 
beans but has a narrower power- 
band which makes more shifting 
necessary. The Suzook eliminates 
quite a few shifts on the MX track, 
which makes up for it. The RM has 
the best suspension to date for a 125. 
Better than the 125 monoshock? It’s 
not by much, but I think so, for two 
reasons. First, it’s got more rear 
wheel travel than the Yammie, but 
most important, the Suzie is more 
comfortable at slow speeds, and it 
seems to fit all kinds of riders and 
tracks and works excellently without 
either spring or dampening adjust- 
ments. The new gas pressurized 
Kavaba shocks are using the old 
DeCarla patent with a floating seal 
between the oil and the gas (same as 
Bilstein). I can't recall bottoming the 
RM shocks. You feel the Yamaha 
bottom. It coil binds. The Yammie 
can certainly be dialed in, if you 
have the equipment and the knowl- 
edge, and then it will be superior, 
but most guys have neither. The YZ 
was always straight even though the 
suspension was not as comfortable. 
The front suspension of the YZ and 
RM seem equal (and good) and 
better than the Honda. 

The RM engine sits very high and 
consequently the CG is located 
higher, but it handles very well. 

Where: does all this leave the 
Honda CR125? Behind; the rougher 
the track, the further behind. It's 
lacking the good suspension. It's still 
up in the air as to which bike to buy, 
though. There's so much good stuff 
available for the CR, engine and 
suspension, but the RM looks good. 

Chet: I never did like the CR. I 
even preferred the TM to the CR. 
The Suzuki is much more stable. I 
like the kind of power it puts out. 
Both the YZ and the Suzuki corner 
well, but the Suzuki is easier. The 
tall end takes getting used to, but I'd 
take the RM. 
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De winner. 


George: The YZ is too cramped. It 
has no low end, a fat mid-range, the 
narrowest powerband. Suzuki has a 


winner first time out. Its too 
skittery, but except for the bars it felt 
like a real motorcycle, a CZ 
naturally. 


Len: The CR has a pretty good 
rear end for a standard setup, but 
there’s no comparison once you ride 
the YZ or the RM. The YZ power is 
too narrow and frantic for me. The 
CR’s is better, but the RM's is easiest 
to handle. You can take some 
corners without downshifting the 
Suzuki. The YZ rear end feels stiff, 
but you leave the power on and it 
tracks really straight. I liked the YZ 
least. Forward mounted S&Ws or 
Koni GPs, laid down Girlings or the 
Strate-Trac setup would make the 
CR comparable with the other two. 

Reliability? Haven't had the first 
problem yet with my CR. They hold 


up as long runners in Baja and the 
desert too. The RM seems like it’s 
going to be a reliable bike. We had 
problems with our test YZ. For the 
money the Suzuki is hard to beat as a 
go-out-and-run-it-stock motorcycle. 

Jim: The CR front end steers 
better, on a rough track or a 
TT-type corner. There’s less wash- 
out and it tracks better. Even when 
the rear end starts hopping you can 
point it where you want to go and it 
won't let you down. On the jumps 
the Yamaha seemed to want to 
spring off higher, but it landed and 
tracked straight. The YZ would find 
its line a little better accelerating out 
of the bumpy corners. Maybe the 
laydown arrangement on the RM 
causes a little more wheelspin. 

The Honda engine ran the 
strongest. It has less low end than 
the Suzuki, but it pulls a little 
longer. The YZ has a really neat 
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RPM 4000 5000 6000

mid-range. The CR is the best slider. 
I noticed the front end on the RM 
seemed to want to tuck under every 
so often, it just didn't feel as stable. 
The front end seems better, the rear 
isn't as smooth, but it seems to put 
the power down just a little better 
and track a little straighter. The 
Honda rear end is evil compared to 
the other two bikes. And to think 
that just six months ago it seemed so 
good. I'd pick the Yamaha. 

Don: I like the YZ over the 
Suzuki. I'm willing to admit the 
Suzuki is better for motocross. It's 
more stable and the forks are better.

The YZ rear end is too stiff, but get it 
dialed in and it's potentially better. 
The front end seems nicer. The YZ 
feels faster and I prefer the six-speed 
box. I just feel more natural on the 
YZ. The RM is better on the slower 
stuff. I feel more confident on the YZ 
in a jump. The powerband on the 
Suzuki seems wider. I like the YZ 
better as a desert bike. It has higher 
top speed. It feels longer, whether it 
is or not. You can sit further back 
more comfortably for desert racing. 
The Suzuki seems really good for 
reliability.

was superior. The power had the 
broadest range and was easiest to 
control. The suspension is better 
than the Yamaha's. The Honda 
motor has the most potential for 
super tuning, but the Suzuki engine 
has potential. The YZ is the fastest of 
the three stock, but it's road-racer- 
tvpe power. The YZ front end was 
really washing out in the scrambles- 
tvpe corners. 

Denise (She races a CR125 in the 
desert): The RM is really tall for me 
but I liked it. The rear end is so 
much better than my CR and I 
didn't have to shift as much. Id like 
to have one. 

Joe (TV stuntman who just bought 
an RM): It'sthe only way to go, I tell 
you. 

Dick (Another TV stuntman): I'm 
going to get an RM.

To a trail rider whose boon- 
docking always seems to be cut short 
by land posted "CLOSED," the 
thought of 750 miles of continuous 
cross-country trails and back roads is 
close to a dream — especially in the 
eastern. half of the U.S., where 
suburbia keeps pushing farther into 
the woods. 

Yet such a trail exists, and it's 
marked and hassle-free and open to 
anyone with a licensed bike. It's the 
Michigan Cross-Country Cycle 
Trail, that winds through state and 
national forests in 17 counties of 
Michigan's lower peninsula between 
starting points north of Grand 
Rapids on the west side of the state 
and Midland on the east, 90 miles 
apart. 

Along the way you're never too far 
from food or gas, and there are 
plenty of scenic spots to stop at 
established campgrounds and state 
parks, all clearly marked on the 16 
maps of the trail available from 
Cycle Conservation Club of 
Michigan, the organization whose 
members scouted and marked the 
trail in cooperation with the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources and the National Forest 
Service. It was a five-year job, and 
the work keeps going on as new 
sections of trail are scouted around 
newly designated wilderness or 
environmentally fragile areas.

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Successful enduro riders know 
that saddle time is rest time; easy on 
the legs, easy on the arms. But like 
shock springs, that hunk of foam and 
vinyl under you doesn’t last forever. 
If it’s anything like some shock 
springs, it won't do its job from day 
one. 

Foam and vinyl; that's all there is 
to your seat. So why not make the 
most of time in the saddle? Adding 
more foam and using inexpensive, 
high friction Naugahyde, you can 
come up with a seat functionally, if 
not cosmetically, equal to any 
factory special. 

No, this isn’t going,to tell you how 
to reupholster your seat and add 
more padding; it's going to tell you 
how not to do it and still get a new 
seat cover with more padding at a 
fraction of the cost of buying a kit.

youll need access to a woofie. She 
can be your woofie or your buddy 's. 
And she needn't be foxy; just so she 
has strong hands. If neither you or 
any of your friends have woofies, 
that's OK. You do your own thing, 
Ill get my woofie to do mine, thank 
you. 

The objective is for you or your 
buddy to get the woofie in question 
to make you new seat covers. The 
method for accomplishing this is 
called behavior modification and it's 
quite simple and very old. It 
employs two principles, called 
positive and negative reinforcement. 

Positive reinforcement is what you 
use when you reward the subject for 
giving the proper response, in this 
case, making you a new seat cover. 

Since positive reinforcement is 
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more humane, start with it. Promise 
to take her to dinner at a high-class 
restaurant if shell make the cover 
for you. Don't forget to rig a kill 
button to your car so you can 
develop engine trouble in front of a 
taco stand on the way to the 
restaurant she's picked. 

Don't worry if it doesnt work. 
Tell her you'd rather do it yourself 
anyway, but if the guys knew you'd 
taken up sewing, they'd sthtart 
talking to vou like thith. Shell 
probably do it just to protect her 
reputation. She's your woofie, right? 

Still doesn't want to do it? Then 
its time to use negative reinforce- 
ment. Thats when you give the 
subject the opportunity to escape 
some unpleasant consequence by 
doing what is called for. 


Leave your bike out in the rain so 
the torn seat will soak up a liter or 
two of water. When the sky clears, 
take your woofie riding. Both of you 
get wet bottoms. Before she can say 
anything, accuse her of having a 
bladder problem. Shout it and 
threaten to tell all the neighbors if 
she doesn't fix the seat. 

If that doesn't work, I leave you to 
your own means, limited only by 
your sadistic aptitude. 

Assuming you've taken care of 
labor relations, begin preparations 
by going to the nearest friendly 
upholsterer and purchasing copious 
amounts of Naugahyde scraps. If he 
isn't sympathetic towards bikers, tell 
him you want them to make socks 
for your golf clubs. If you've been 
following our series of handicraft 
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pieces, you should be on a first-name 
basis with at least one upholsterer. 

While you're at it, pick up a piece 
of the foam they use to stuff office 
chairs. You might have trouble 
finding exactly what you want and 
some unscrupulous dealer might try 
to shove a substitute on you. Don’t 
accept it unless it’s very dense. 

Now that you’ve got your stuff 
together, lead your draftee, with

By making a wraparound-style cover, you eliminate the problem of seams 


tearing. 


seat in hand, to the work area and 
give her this article with this 
paragraph and all of the preceding 
print torn away for my protection. 

If the seat cover isn’t too bad, you 
can leave it intact and cut and glue 
the foam directly to it. This will 
result in a stronger job because you 
can glue the new cover to the side of 
the old cover. 

If the old cover is in shreds, cut it 
away and glue the foam directly to 
the old stuff using contact cement. 

Make the extra foam about two 
inches thick if the old foam is 
collapsed; about an inch thick if the 
old foam is OK and you just want 
some extra padding. 

The foam can be cut with large 
scissors or a razor knife, depending 
on how thick it is.

of the flex and stress is on a 
continuous piece of Naugahyde 
instead of failure-prone seams. 
When the pattern is complete, turn 
it upside down and trace it on the 
cloth backing of the Naugahyde. 
Before you begin cutting, be sure 


you've left enough material for 
seams. Unless you're a real turkey on 
the sewing machine or your sewing 
machine is an older short-swing- 
armed Husqvarna, allow about a 
half-inch for seams. 

Before you do any sewing, pin the 
cover together and check the fit. 
Small wrinkles are OK; larger ones 
are a no-no. They make you feel like 
you're wearing creased underwear. 

When the fit suits you it's time to 
begin sewing. Don't make the 
stitches too close or the needle 
perforations will cause the seam to 
tear. 

When the cover is sewn, it should 
fit over the seat with a couple of 
inches of extra material hanging 
down all around the base. 

Turn the cover inside out and coat 
it liberally with contact cement. Also 
coat the seat foam with cement. 


Well-disciplined woofie hard at work 
stuffing a seat with last week's dirty 
laundry. Woofie is hot setup. Dirty 
laundry is not; use good dense foam. 


After the glue has dried, position the 
inside-out cover on top of the foam. 
Starting at the front and keeping 
everything taut, work around the 
seat pulling the cover down over it as 
you go. When you're finished the 
cover should be right-side-out and 
fastened securely to the foam 
without wrinkles. 

Fold the excess Naugahyde against 
the seat base and secure it using 
contact cement and/or upholstery 
washers and machine or sheetmetal 
screws. Don't make the screws too 
long. 

Your new seat cover should last 
longer than the original cover. Mine 
has seen 3000 dirt-miles including 
three enduros and several endos and 
it's holding up fine.

Jumped on the bandwagon when 
they told you observed trials was the 
coming thing? Found out it wasn’t as 
easy as it looked? And realized that 
Sundays aren’t blessed with scores of 
events just down the street? 

Then why not abuse your trials 
machine out in the woods? Get some 
fun out of it anyway, right? 

Wrong. Trail ride the thing and 
youll get pains from sitting on 
skimpy seats, from folding your legs 
like a grasshopper just to sit down, 
and from falling off when full-lock 
turns out to be too much for tree 
avoiding. And whatever you do, do 
not go fast! 

Don't despair; they know that 
there's more than one way to use a 
trials bike. That's why Bultaco built 
the first Alpinas. And thats why 
Yamaha makes all manner of con- 
version goodies for their TYs (also 
why they've changed its name to the 
Yamaha Cat). 

Converting your TY to a pleasure 
vehicle is simple, and naturally the 
first step is buying things: the 
footpeg kit (essential; sold for $21.95 
suggested retail out here); the long 
seat ($32.95 retail and a good idea); 
a new, bigger skid plate ($18.95 
suggested; decide for yourself if you 
need it); and a new pair of bars 
($21.95 for zoot, crash pad built-ins, 
but you can get away with the old 
ones). Installation of everything only 
comes with one minor hassle: you 
have to grind off some welds and 
melt some metal to install the new 
pegs. Everything else is a bolt-on. 

The finished product is a com- 
fortable trailbike. The machine is 
light and easy to fling around. The 
power is dependable, more than 
enough for playing at mountain 
goat. For some riding, like deep sand 
and climbing big rocks, the trials 
tires are even an asset. 

But theres stil a high-speed 
drawback. The steering and geom- 
etry is for trials, not for sliding

around loamy corners or blasting 
down a dirt road. But we fixed that 
too with a couple of drop-in-the-forks 
items from Number 1 Products. We 
used a #499 TricKit Fork Extender 
to add about an inch to the TY’s 
forks.

Today, if you had an extra two 
grand in your pocket, you could roll 
down to your favorite friendly 
Husky dealer and walk out with a 
360 GP bike that is actually tricker 
than the one that Heikki Mikkola 
rode to the 500 World Championship 
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last season. That's right, tricker, as 
in better! 

Mikkola was doing so well that the 
factory didnt want to make any 
changes to his bike during the GP 
season that might throw him off. So 
near the end, when the new, 


improved fork dampeners were in 
production, Heikki's stayed stock. 
Even the air box. The only differ- 
ences we know of now on Lackey's 
and Heikki’s bikes are the D.I.Ds 
which they ran last year as well, and 
some fork crowns that they're 
experimenting with that are 7mm 
shorter. This should, in theory, 
make them harder to turn. Evidently 
some think that it turns better with 
them. Some don't. 

We're still a little amazed at the 
idea of selling full-blown GP bikes to 
Joe General Public. Maybe it won't 
be too many years before other 
manufacturers realize that the 
market exists and do the same. We 
serious riders don't mind paying a 
little extra for the real stuff, do we? 


WHATIT'SGOT 

Its got everything our 250 had 
except for a large pipe, more cubic 
centimeters, more power and a 
different air box. 

More specifically: the first frame 
in the busines that has been 
completely redesigned for laid-down 
shocks. It’s made of Swedish chrome 
moly and actually works or flexes as 
you ride. Shocks are upside-down 
(now right-side up) gas Girlings. 
From what we were told, Heikki 
rode the entire season while battling 
with DeCoster on the CGirlings 
without any problems. You get close 
to 200mm or 7.8 inches of rear axle 
travel. Up front, there's 189mm or 
7.4 inches of travel out of Husky's 
own  trick-looking,  fine-working 
units. 

The beautifully detailed alloy fuel 
tank does an excellent job of holding 
gas and staying out of the way. The 
pipe is another story. It seems to pass 
gas very well but tends to occupy 
some of the same area where, in 
human beings, your leg would 
normally be. Mostly your left leg. 
While in the basic half-standing 
position, you won't give it a thought. 
Getting up on the tank for right- 
handers or sliding your weight back 
will reveal the burning truth. 

What more could you ask of a 
seat? Size, shape and padding are 
excellent. It slopes gently forward to 
help you where you belong, and 
then rolls gracefully up over the 
back of the tank where you'll find 
yourself sitting in a lot of corners. 
The covering gives good traction and 
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seems to hold up quite well. Seat 
base is steel; sigh! 

Its lightweight plastic fenders are 
not made of the unbreakable stuff, 
but they should hold up for quite a 
while, providing you don't loop it a 
lot. They're mounting them a little 
higher up and closer to the frame 
than at first. When the rear 
suspension was compressed, the 
knobs would catch and tear the 
fender out. On the newer models, 
some of which are already out and 
about, the problem is corrected with 
a slightly wider and higher rear 
loop. 

Engine cases, brake backing plates 
and air box are made of magnesium. 
Nice, light, tough, expensive stuff. 
Your basic GP-type materials. The 
air box, complete with World 
Champion 1974 Heikki Mikkola 
autographed replica stickie, weighs 
about as much as three peach pits. 
Its a fine piece of design work. 
Rubber flaps are now riveted to the 
top of the breather hole area to 
ward off mud and glop. The Twin 
Air filter sits vertical so that there's 
little possibility of dirt entering the 
air inlet while removing it for 
cleaning. Rear brake is designed to 
float as the suspension moves for 
better control. 

Magura power levers and throttle 
are clamped onto the comfortable- 
for-most bars. Husky's cables have 
little plastic thingies clamped around 
them for oiling. Nice touch. 

Good, Swedish quality, aircraft- 
type nuts and bolts are screwed into 
and onto everything in sight. 

Rims are shoulderless Akronts and 
spokes are sturdy stainless steel. Try 
to ignore the Barum on the front. 
Some rowdy Checker busted the 
original front wheel and borrowed 
this one from Mitch Mayes’ 
mechanic. After the switch, we had 
no further wheel problems. For the 
type of dirt that we did most of our 
testing on, the Barum worked a little 
better than the Trellie. 

Da mota: Small cast-in bridges 
connect each fin on the aluminum 
cylinder and radial head to cut 
down fin ringing. They also 
triangulate the fin structure on the 
head to add strength and help 
prevent warpage. A nifty idea since 
the head and cylinder meet without 
a gasket. A 36mm Bing is clamped 
onto the rear of the reed box. The

Air box and filter are excellent. Aircraft-type locknuts abound. 
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piston carries one ring and the 
cylinder can be bored four times 
before you have to buy the fins and 
all. Clutches used to be a problem 
for Husky riders. Not anymore. The 
360 has the same all-new for °75 unit 
that was on our test 250. It has a 
rubber cushion drive and is all alloy. 
Trans is a rather unique six-speed 
unit. The gaps between the gears 
start out very wide between first and 
second, then gradually get closer 
and progressively closer. If you like a 
wide ratio box, you can gear it even 
higher than stock and use first 
through fourth. Closer ratios can be 
had by gearing down and making 
use of third through sixth. Not a bad 
idea. 

We unbolted the sidestand and its 
mount so that our bike would be 
closer still to being just like Heikki's. 


STARTS, STRAIGHTS, TURNS 
AND JUMPS 

Starting is a snap, literally. If you 
don't get your boot moving very 
rapidly, not much is gonna happen. 
There just isn't enough throw to the 
lever before it hits the peg. Or till the 
top of your foot hits the peg. Luckily 
ours usually fired on the first or 
second kick with a lot of tickling but 
it's really ridiculous. We consider it a 
major design flaw. And push- 


THE SWEDISH 
CONNECTION 


In 1973 Hakan Andersson won the 
250 title on his monoshocker. It was 
obvious that his rear suspension had 
helped. At the same time things were 
hectic at the Husqvarna factory. The 
latest works bikes hadn't been that 
hot, and everybody was going wide 
open in order to develop a better 
bike. During 72 and 73 a lot of 
combinations had been tried. 
Frames had been shortened, 
lowered, raised and lengthened 
again. The lab people had 
combinations available for all kinds 
of power curves and gear ratios and 
suspension systems. In short, the two 
previous years had been used trying 
and testing so many new concepts, 
that the picture was now starting to 
get clearer regarding the "74 racers. 
At the same time a management 
decision was made to return to the 


policy of selling what the racers were 
using. Two things prompted this; (1) 


the weight rule, that made it 
possible to produce a bike with the 
same weight as the GP racers; and 
(2) a change in the development 
trend; the bikes being made were 
not as radical in powerband and 
handling, and were much better 
suited for John Doe than the 
previous GP bikes. And from the 
start, the 7/4 bike had to be 
produced reasonably inexpensively. 

In October of ‘73 a summation 
was made. The engineers now 
thought that they had enough 
material to draft and produce a new 
prototype. They knew they had 
solutions for most problems. And 
they had a rear suspension that they 
thought was both lighter, simpler 
and better than anything. All kinds 
of front fork combinations were 
available, major frame geometry 
was pretty well sorted out, wheels 


already existed; powerband, fly- 
wheel weights and gear ratios had 
already been decided on, and so 
forth. The reason a 360 was used, 
rather than a 400 or a 450, was that 
it produced sufficient power over a 
wide enough range, and had a 
smooth pickup with the reeds; a 
bigger and heavier 400 was 
unnecessary. The first prototype 
took shape in November, and the 
test riding began. 

Kalevi Vehkonen was drafted, 
since the GP season was over. There 
was only one bike at the time and 
the test riders took turns riding and 
evaluating it. Small changes were 
made as the testing went on. The 
tests were very successful in that the 
major design concepts worked very 
well. One big problem remained, 
though: From the beginning a 
popular gas-filled German shock was 
to be used, but problems arose. It 
faded somewhat, the mortality was 
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starting an Open class bike is almost 
impossible. Another bummer is that 
the starter pedal likes to flip out. 
Youll have to grind down the 
bushing on the pedal so that when 
you tighten the bolt it will hold it in. 
The spring and ball which are 
supposed to do it are underdesigned. 
If it flips out while you're riding, 
expect to twist your knee or maybe 
an ankle. 

We found that second gear starts 
were the hot setup. Sit further up on 
the tank than is comfortable and 
bust the tire loose. The G forces will 
try to slide you back and the 
super-light front end will paw at the 
air. 

The gassy rear suspension will 
soak up most anything you can find 
to run over. Possibly the bike’s best 
handling quality is the way it gets 
traction and will shoot you along in 
a straight line under hard accelera- 
tion over the roughest of surfaces. 
We think that the GP’s suspension 
works as good as or better than a 
monoshocker's, even one that's been 
dialed in. It would have to work 
well to be able to win a World 
Championship, wouldn't it? 

Husky's forks work very well also. 
Well enough so that you never 
thought about them. Except for in 
the turns. 


high and the price, OEM, was 
outrageous for a production unit. 
Furthermore, the shock factory was 
difficult to work with. That's when 
contact was made with Girling. 
Thev sent an engineer over to 
Sweden, and Husky presented its 
suspension problems to him. 
Together they worked out a solution. 
After some time they produced some 
samples that were tested by Husky; 
more changes were done, and so on. 
In the meantime ten more frames 
had been hand-built — incorporat- 
ing the latest changes — for the 
works riders, and their bikes were 
assembled by the racing mechanics. 
When they were ready, all the 
riders, mechanics and engineers 
went down to Belgium (there is a lot 
of snow in Sweden at this time of the 
year) to do the final test riding 
before the GP season started. Small 
changes were suggested by every- 
body, and personal changes by 
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Center of gravity is where strings cross. 


The ease with which vou can 
corner is completely dependent upon 
the condition of the track's surface. 
You're definitely going to have to 


some, but as a whole everyone was 
pleased. The Girling shock man was 
there and his new samples were 
approved for further testing. 

After the economy people at the 
factory had presented a price list, it 
was time for management to make a 
decision: Is the bike good enough to 
sell for the price we have to ask for 
it? The answer was a yes, with 
hesitation. 

Now things really started to get 
hectic. The engineers had to make 
production drawings in a hurry, and 
at the same time keep an eve on the 
GPs to see what happened there, 
and if any changes had to be made. 
The production department started 
to make plans for welding fixtures as 
soon as they had the drawings; the 
purchase department had to order 
parts from outside suppliers; new 
manuals had to be written; parts 
books, prices and pressure die 
casting tools designed and ordered. 


learn to keep your weight up front 
whether sitting or standing while 
cornering. If there's a nice berm, 
vou can shoot around it as if vou 
were on rails. Like in vour dreams. 
If it's tacky or even muddy, the bike 
is so light that you can flick it around 
with not much problem. Under 
those conditions it ll turn a lot like a 
Maico. But, if it's like half of the 
burnt, loose and dusty turns on most 
of the tracks in Southern California, 
its more like a nightmare. You're 
either going to have to find some- 
thing to bounce off of, or square 
your corners off. It will slide to a 
point, but vou have to stay right on 
top of things. Especially with all that 
power. 

In the loose and slippery stuff, 
«ven while sitting up on the gas cap, 
the front end will push slightly. 
Using more throttle to correct this 
situation sometimes tends to put the 
front wheel through the berm rather 
than around it. Especially when 
youre squaring off. But vou will 
eventually get used to it and be able 
to compensate for its wanderings — 
just like Heikki. 

If you stick with it and get to 
know it intimately, its bound to 
make a better rider out of you. You 
can push it a long way once you 
know its limitations. 


The list of things that had to be done 
was endless. And everybody was 
very short on time. It was already 
May and production was scheduled 
to start in December. Hundreds of 
people were involved. And when 
you realize that the lead time on 
ordering parts from most sub- 
suppliers is more than 12 months, 
you ll understand that some hustling 
was done. Knowing this, it’s easier to 
forgive the footpegs for not having 
enough bumps and the rubber grips 
for being hard on poor editors’ 
hands. Thats easy to fix on your 
own if the rest of the bike is right. 
The 360 CR made it here in time 
for the "75 racing season and it’s, 
without a doubt, a winner. Thank 
you Ruben, Urban, Tommy, Janne, 
Pelle and all the rest of you. And 
whats that Finnish guys name 
again, oh yeah, Mikki Heikkola, 
thank you too.

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Power is not as perfect as a couple 
of Open class bikes we can think of, 
but still it’s the good, usable kind. 
Maybe it doesn’t pull as well on the 
bottom, but it more than makes up 
for it by pulling longer and stronger 
at higher r’s. Good stuff. Except for 


an elusive hesitation in the mid- 
range. Sometimes it was there, 
mostly it wasn't. When it was, you 
just hoped that no one was nearby to 
swoop you. We have heard that they 
may soon come out with many 
needle jets very close in size so that 
you can eliminate the problem 
completely. 

Both brakes were smooth, 
progressive and strong. The front 
was a little weaker than the rear. 
Gunnar corrected this by adding 
about 15mm to the length of the 
lever. Now it’s a one-finger, super 
stopper. 

Trans problems occurred during 
the test despite the fact that Gunnar 
threw himself in front of the Husky 
in order to cushion the blow as it was 
being run over and dragged along

during the first lap of our third race 
test. The shifting fork must have 
gotten bent slightly out of alignment. 
After replacing the throttle and 
brake cable for the next moto, we 
found it a little sticky going into 
third. Removing the cover revealed 
nothing. 

The shifting mechanism is not all 
that hot to begin with. The feel is 
not very positive and it's like things 
are rubbing instead of sliding. 
Maybe there's just too much stuff in 
there. Moving the shift shaft from 
the lug below to where it is now 
necessitated the use of several more 
parts. It all adds up. It lacks 
simplicity. Less parts, more better. 

Another day, another race. Every- 
thing looked good for practice but 
while running in the top three for 


the first eight laps, it started. It 
wouldn't go into third without a lot 
of effort and time wasted. It got 
worse. Then came the neutrals. And 


more neutrals. Neutrals between 
first and second, third and fourth. 
Neutrals everywhere. The motor 
whirred to a stop and the trans 
locked up as it slid to a stop. 

Back to Husqvarna Motorcorp 
West. Upon inspection of the gear- 
box it was found that the shifting 
fork had indeed been bent and had 
created the problem which 
eventually led to a locked box. We 
unlocked the box and opened it up. 
What did we find? A bent fork. 
What else did we find? A burnt-up, 
wasted motor. Hmm? 

They honed the cylinder, replaced 
the piston and bottom end bearings. 
As the bike is delivered, the engine is 
a highly tuned unit. Its lubrication 
needs are critical. We suggest that 
you follow closely the instructions in 
the owners manual. They call for 


bean oil (Castrol R-30 25:1). Use it.

faster and the different carb and 
pipe lopped off some of the bottom 
end grunt the Pioneer was noted for. 

With the introduction of the 
Super Pioneer, which replaces both 
the old Pioneer and the SDR, Ossa 
now has what they were trying for 
two years ago: two different types of 
enduro bikes. The Desert Phantom is 
being used by the Yankee team in 
the ISDT Two Day Qualifiers. It is a 
faster, harder accelerating bike, 
necessary for making up time and 
getting ahead. The new Super 
Pioneer utilizes the old SDR engine 
in the Phantom frame. The Desert 
Phantom uses the Phantom engine 
with the Pioneer flywheel and a 
lower first gear. The Super Pioneer, 
as the enduro bike, doesn't have to 
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get ahead of schedule, only stay on 
schedule, which often means having 


to get ahead because you’ve gotten 
behind. Clear? 


SUPERFICATION

Ratio raised slightly 
from 3.33(12/40) to 3.31(13/43). 

Weight. The old Pioneer weighed 
275 with a full tank. The Super 
weighs 229. That's 46 pounds, for 
those who are slow with the figures.

BAD ROCKING 

We received the S.P. just in time 
to haul it up to Weston, Oregon, for 
the Bad Rock ISDT Two Day 
Qualifier. Here's what we did, and 
also what we should have done but 
didn't, to prep the bike. 

Soon as you pop off the seat you 
see something's going to have to be 
done about the waterproofing. Seat 
is removed easily, just spin one 
circular plastic nut and it lifts right 
off. Only trouble with the plastic is it 
can strip its threads if you're 
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Centerstand, rubber-banded out of the 
way when riding.

careless. We must have been careless. 

The stock foam air filter is 
ridiculously small. There’s a tremen- 
dous cavity beneath the seat. The 
Phantom uses it well and has a very 
large filter. We managed the perma- 
nent loan of an old Filtron from Al 
Baker that offered greater breathing 
capacity. 

The filter sits in an open-top 
fiberglass box, the kind that collects 
splashing water rebounding off the 
top of the seat. So we used about 
half a roll of gray tape. Running the 
bike stock in shallow water drowned 
it out during break-in, getting the 
filter and the spark plug sopping 
wet. At Bad Rock the gray tape 
approach worked fine. The bike was 
dumped sideways after the front 
wheel played crash dive in a creek 
crossing and after being on its side 
for a minute or more, pinning its 
hapless rider, it fired up on the 
second kick. 

We should have slipped on some 
of Preston’s plastic fenders, on the 
front in particular. That crash in the 
creek destroyed the fiberglass 
number. Ain't no fun tryin' to make 
time counting the knobs on the front 
wheel when you're not busy wiping 
your goggles. Yankee will have some 
accessory plastic front fenders with 
the same color pattern. 

Another should have: setting the 
brakes up so they could drain. After 
repeated water crossings the front 
had maybe half of its stopping 
power; the rear was gone. 

We didn't give the fiberglass tank 
the Pro- Tech Tank Sealer treatment, 
a good idea for any glass tank, but 
did insert a pair of AC fuel filters. 

Spokes got the cable tie treatment. 
Dirt Rider Velcro sealing fork 
protectors went on. A Malcolm 
Smith tool bag was strapped on 
behind the seat and two foam sealers 
were taped onto the handlebars. 

Additional touches, picked up in 
Oregon from the Yankee team and 
their Desert Phantoms: fork boots, 
Petty front fenders and number 
plate headlight, bolt-on bash plate 
extension for more protection. Hole 
drilled in right side case to easify 
chain/countershaft sprocket rela- 
tions, homebuilt centerstand for 
in-the-field work, hand-built chain 
guide/guard. The team bikes had 
Hoss Industries air boxes. The 
Pioneer won't handle the Desert 
Phantom box because of the frame 
change for the up-pipe. Hoss may be 
making one for the S.P., though. 
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SPECIAL 
DOES BILL SPINDLER KNOW 
WHAT HE’S TALKING ABOUT 
SECTION 

Bill Spindler, a reader from 
Tunersville, New Jersey, dropped us 
a line letting us know all about his 
Super a couple of months before we 
even received our test bike. Let’s see 
how we agree or disagree with Bill’s 
evaluation. 

Weight. Super is better. Obvious- 
ly. Some 46 pounds lighter. It feels 
like a 175. 

Engine. An improvement. Other 
SDR owners think the Super has 
more power. Bill thinks the same 
horsepower to less weight ratio fools 
them. We agree. 

Transmission. Bill had some 
problems with his. We didn’t. A few 
of the first units had some problems 
because of unhardened washers. 
This problem has been corrected and 
the washers in all bikes in the 
country were checked and replaced 
if necessary. The Super Pioneer 
transmission seemed a lot less stiff 
than the old Pioneers and SDRs. We 
would find neutrals between gears if 
we got too casual with the shifting, 
but the box worked fine in all the 
Oregon mud. And the clutch. It’s 
gotta be strong. Sure got abused, 
slipped and otherwise mistreated 
without protesting. 

Air system. Bill pointed out it was 
accessible for cleaning, for dirt, and 
especially for water. We'd agree. Bill 
built himself a vinyl shroud he read 
about in good ol’ DB, added another 
for the top of the box and added a 
water drain in the bottom of the 
box. We used silicone and gray-taped 
the hell out of everything. Bill's 
mods let him ride through water like 
a speeding gold bullet. 

Bill also pointed out that: with the 
exception of my well-filtered fiber- 
glass gas tank my bike now looks like 
a P.P. advertisement. P.P.? Whats 
that? 

Other up (better) items mentioned 
in Bill's letter: Betor forks, nyloc nuts 
all over, Pirelli tires, conical hubs, 
seat, petcocks, electrics (no battery) 
and Akront shoulderless rims. We'll 
go along with that. 

Bill's same as befores: Betor 
shocks, chain, no primary kick- 
starting, same old European crap 
brakes. Actually, the brakes off the 
Phantom are stronger than the old 
Pioneers, but they go away when 
wet. 

Even with the trans problem Bill 
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seems happy with the bike. Thanks 
for writing, Bill. We like the bike 
too. 


SUPER RIDING 

The Super Pioneer feels like a very 
fast 175. It's very light and zips and 
skims along touching the high spots, 
squares off just like a Phantom. 

Performance feels like the old SDR 
engine pulling a lighter load. The 
S.P. is much quicker than the old 
SDR. The lightness lets you launch it 
into trail rubble that vou might slow 
down for with a heavier bike. Leave 
the gas on. Use some body English to 
correct if you get out of shape. 
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There but for the grace of gray tape 
would stand a stalled bike. 


The spread from fourth to fifth 
seems a little wide, just like it did 
with the old bikes. Same tranny 
ratios. Coming up to some glop now. 
Shift down, keep the power on. 
Stand up. Thread your way through 
the rocks. Don’t have to blip the 
throttle. Pulls low, but it doesn’t 
grunt like the old Pioneer. 

Something peculiar. The Super 
Pioneer feels like its lacking some 
flywheel. It really does have bottom 
end, but it doesn’t have the heavy 
flywheel feel of the old Pioneer. Yet 
both bikes use the same flywheel 
setup. So it has to be the different 
carb and pipe. 

How's the suspension working? 
Didn't really notice much on the 
pavement leading to the fireroad. 
Down in the valley now. First and 
second gear through rocks, mud and 
water. Working all right. Uh oh. 
Stutter bumps. Not working so nice 
now. Hit a section of whoopdies. 
Bam. Bam. Getting sideways. Could

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use a long travel rear end here. 
Better remember to change the fork 
oil. There’s probably some gorpy 
Spanish version of fish oil in there. 

The Phantom chassis sure turns 
nice. No complaints steering through 
the rocks or squaring off. Look at 
these tight switchbacks. Just flick it 
around. It’s so light it doesn’t feel 
like a 250. Second gear seems to get 
the job done. Don’t have to keep 
shifting down to first and back up 
again. Nice. 

Down the hill. Be fearless. Gassit. 
Bottom coming up. Be thankful the 
S.P. has Phantom brakes, not the old 
Pioneer numbers. Slowing down just 
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Brand-new bike, except for some gray 
tape and MS tool kit behind seat.

like you want. Get on the rear brake 
pedal. Nice, controlled response; the 
rear end isn't skidding out. Front is 
slowing down. Just remember to 
check the binders before starting 
that downhill if you've just come out 
of the creek. Best to get inside and fix 
'em up for water runs. Check out 
that the shoes are making contact 
and notch in some drain slots. 

Been riding several hours now. 
Noticing that its a pretty comfort- 
able bike for standing up. High pipe 
is tucked in, bars high enough so 
taller riders don't have to slouch. 
And a nice, big seat for sitting down. 
Good hand grips. Definitely can 
handle a lot of miles on this one and 
it's still fun to ride. 

Let some other people ride it for a 
weekend. Their comments. It's so 
light it doesn't feel like a 250. It's 
fun. So easy to ride. Really so 
comfortable. We had another serious 
250 enduro out with it and every- 
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body had more fun on the Super. 
You do have to remember to move 
around a bit and hold the front end 
down on uphills. It's so light it starts 
to come up like a motocrosser. No 
problem though. 


WONDERFULLING

Its a bolt-on and weld operation 
and permits retaining the stock air 
box. No price available on the kit 
yet, but if Hockie does the work the 
tab is $75 to lay down the shocks. It’s 
another $50 to alter the air box. 
Recommended shocks are 13-inch 
Konis with 90/120 springs. Hockie’s 
is also working on screw-on coolers 
for the Betors that come on the bike.

points to knock him out of the Gold. 


Performance in the special tests 
was critical because of their brevity.

The briefness 
placed a premiumon not crashing 
and virtually doomed any rider who 
picked up lateness penalty points, 60 
per minute, from being able to stay 
within 15 percent of the top score to 
earn a Gold.

Mark Adent's trip to Oregon got him a 
first and second in the 500 class. 


Ed Schmidt, who rode on the 1973 
Silver Vase championship team 
cleaned the course on time Sunday 
but a wrong turn the first day cost 
him so much time that he wound up 
next to last Bronze in the 500 class. 

Unconfirmed rumors had 41 riders 
out by the end of the first loop Satur- 
day. All told, 82 of the 153 starters 
finished: 23 Gold, 17 Silver, 42 
Bronze. Joe Pyle, Tom Penton, Bill 
Uhl, National Enduro Champion 
Dick Burleson, Carl Cranke and 
Mike Hannon won their respective 
classes. Cranke won overall with a 
low score of 651 points. 

The winning club team was St. 
Louis Honda with 5734.5 points. 
Stan Rubottom— Gold, Ed Schmidt 
and Dave Mungenast — Bronze. 
Oddly, none of them were riding 
Hondas. 

The winning trade team was 
Penton West, consisting of Cranke, 
Mark Adent and Dan Young. The 
win hinged on an upheld protest 
filed by Cranke that resulted in a 
two-minute early penalty being 
charged to Dick Mann of the Yankee 
team. Mann slid beyond the yellow 
flag where early riders await their 
minute. The timing crew did not 
penalize him. The Clerk of the 
Course admitted that others who 


had done it had gotten away with it 
because no protest was filed. He 
stated he ruled against Mann because 
he could find no way in which his 
organization was at fault for the 
mistake, however technical it might 
be. The decision cost Mann his Gold 
Medal for the event by penalizing 
him 120 points, dropped him from a 
second in class to fourth, and cost 
the Ossa-mounted team the trade 
win.

had cast iron cylinders and high 
expansion pistons in them that seized 
frequently, and even when they 
were not seizing they were not 
putting out very much power. The 
dominant four-strokes in the smaller 
classes, 250 and under, were 
Triumph Tiger Cub 200cc four- 
strokes, C15 BSAs, Ducatis, etc. 
There were a few wins on two- 
strokes but not many. Some of the 
two-stroke riders who did win with 
any amount of regularity were John 
Siebrant, who rode a very early 


Maico (that was a rather evil 
handling machine in the late 50s) 
and Fredolf Johnson, who rode a 
highly modified Zundapp. 

Around 1958 the AMA’s Southern 
California district restricted four- 
strokes to gasoline but permitted 
two-strokes to run alcohol, methanol 
and any other kind of fuel to try to 
help keep them running cooler and 
longer. 

But it wasn’t until the expansion 
chamber or “tuned resonant 
exhaust" became well developed (the 
concept was pioneered by the East 
German MZ factory for some of

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their road racing machinery) that 
anyone got any horsepower out of 
the two-strokes. At that time the 
Greeves had what was called the 
"Blooey" pipe — just a large open 
megaphone, about 12 inches long, 
that dumped the exhaust out. Maico 
had a pseudo-expansion chamber 
muffler on their 175cc and 250cc 
models which were, basically, 
converted street bikes. Bultaco was 
perhaps the first manufacturer I 
remember as being prominent in the 
United States that had a well-tuned 
expansion chamber and a good, light 
two-stroke engine. 

Now just the opposite is true. It is 
very rare to drag a four-stroke across 
the finish line first at a motocross. I 
know it is technologically possible to 
do it but the amount of money 
involved to build one would stop 
most anyone when they see a $2500 
to $3000 price tag on a four-stroke 
that is only equal to a $1500 
two-stroke, both in weight and 
power. 

Another interesting tidbit of 
history is related to the Husqvarna 
motorcycle. Around 1963 we had 
heard about this guy Rolf Tibblin 
winning the World 250cc Champion- 
ship. At the time I was riding for 
Nick Nicholson, the Greeves 
importer. One day he mentioned he 
had a letter from a company called 
Husqvarna asking if he would like to 
sell these motorcycles in the U.S. 
This was sometime around 1964. 
Nick Nicholson checked into it a bit 
more and found out that he would 
have to sell those things for almost 
$1000. He said that no matter how 
fine the machine was, no one would 
pay $1000 for a 250cc two-stroke. At 
that time the Greeves sold for 
$700-$800. 

A short year and a half later old 
Edison Dye, who was not a 
motorcyclist but a promoter and 
didn't know the difference, brought 
in a load of them. It has been said 
many times that Edison Dye is the 
Father of Motocross. This is true to 
the extent that he brought over the 
first Husqvarna and CZ teams, 
starting in 1966 with Torsten 
Hallman, who was the current 
World Champion. That, at least, 
brought the motorcycling group's 
attention to the fact that maybe 
there were faster riders overseas than 
there were here in the United States. 

During all this period of time, the 
AMA refused to recognize the 
existence of the FIM, which was 
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acknowledged by almost all of the 
European countries as the world 
motorcycling body. The first MX 
factory teams were not permitted to 
race in any AMA sanctioned events. 

Of course, nowadays if you get a 
250cc MX bike for $1000 you would 
have bought it for less money than 
the importer paid for it. 1965 dollars 
were worth quite a bit more than 
1975 dollars are, but I still think that 
the basic oversight at the time was 
that the true enthusiast would pay 
the price to get a superior piece of 
machinery. . . up to a point. And all

CHECKPOINT Continued from page 6 
we were ripped off at the motel too. 
Lots of the riders had stayed at the 
Safari, a Best Western motel in 
McMinnville, where the manage- 
ment went berserk over finding 
muddy Barbour jackets outside the 
rooms. Better on the pavement than 
inside, I thought, but the motel folks 
werent pleased. Then they 
complained about someone washing 
a car or bike and using their towels. 
And someone spilled oil in the drive. 
On the other hand, we were charged 
for the maximum number the rooms 
could hold, not how many were 
there. How about $110 for three 
people and two nights? And the 
Bultaco team found all their meals 
added on every room's bill. 

Back to the adventures. There was 
a week to Bad Rock and I elected to 
photograph, not ride, but that didn't 
change my luck. Everytime I went 
near the bikes, I put a piece of safety 
wire through my thumb, or dropped 
something on my foot, or smashed 
my shin; I even rebroke a finger 
somehow. At one point, we were 
camping and Dick told me to come 
out and look at the stars (there aren't 
any in the sky down in L.A.), and I 
declined since I was certain a 
meteorite would hit me. The next 
day, driven by sheer frustration, I 
decided to burn some trails with one 
of the bikes; about a block gone a 
bee flew up my sleeve. 

Hum, nothing had changed; all 
the bad karma I'd arranged by being 
presumptuous enough to enter these 
qualifiers was still with me. 

It went on that way. I got sicker 
from the cold. The meteorite never 
struck and put me out of my misery. 
There was a mess over Preston's bike 
and it looked like the team was going 
to start one rider down, but a bribe 
of a six-pack fixed that. My camera 
broke. And finally the entire team 
went thunk with 90,000 points. 
Not bad — if you don't know how 
the scoring works. 

What did I learn? That I'm going 
back to motocross. Its easier. Or 
maybe just trail riding, or poker 
runs, or field meets. Ever been to a 
field meet? The competition is 
fierce; the atmosphere, heavy; the 
machinery, trick. Someday there'll 
be the recognition this great sport 
deserves. Then therell be a Break- 
the - balloon - on - the - other - guy’s- 
helmet World Championship. 
Maybe then the fame and fortune I 
deserve...

TIDBITS AND 
SMALL RUBBER PIECES 

There’s a nifty little O-ring-type 
rubber band that keeps the rear 
brake adjusting wing nut from 
backing off or disappearing. The air 
box and fenders are all rubber 
mounted. A rubber strap holds 
down the rear of the fuel tank. A 
bonded rubber bushing in the brake 
pedal pivot works like a spring in 
conjunction with a spring, to return 
the pedal to the off position. Hence, 
there are no parts to wear and no 
slop. The cleverly designed chain 
guide, attached to the other end of 
the same spring, has a similar 
bushing that lets it flip back to the 
sprocket when it's hit to keep it from 
bending and misleading the chain. 
Nice. Tires and tubes are rubber as 
well, and don't forget the rubber 
flaps on the air box and all the seals 
and O-rings. 

Plastic (not rubber) bushings sit at 
both ends of the brake torque stay 
for the floating rear brake. Toward 
the end of our testing, we checked 
them and they were shot. No big 
deal. Some are better plastic than 


others. 

The footrests give good grip only 
when your foot is perfectly flat on 
them. When your boot rocks onto 
the edges, like when you slide back 
or push on the brake pedal, they're 
smooth and slippery. Both the pegs 
and the brake pedal could use some 
more teeth. We welded some little 
nurds onto ours.

the ability, you could win a GP on 
this bike makes you want to ride and 
learn more “about its handling 
qualities and limitations, and yours.

Its chassis design was developed by 
testing it on European tracks that 
had big berms in every turn. Not 
many bikes won’t work well when 
thrown into a berm. This one works 
much better than most. It gives you 
confidence. Itll go in straight lines 
very quickly over the tough, gnarly 
stuff. Sliding around in the slick stuf 
is just something that you're going to 
have to work out for yourself. Power 
it’s got.

We don't think that the gearbox is 
as fragile as you might be thinking. 
Not many bikes are designed to be 
run over and dragged down the 
track while the shifter is stuck in the 
earth.

TUNNELVISION Cont’d from page 20 
departments because he couldn’t 
rent any water trucks. The fire 
trucks were there from 6 a.m. until 3 
p.m. when they had to leave on a 
fire call. 

How does Dye feel about race 
promoting in general and the AMA? 
He says he's through with racing 
because a promoter can't win now in 
regular races. "I'd rather go to Las 
Vegas. Its a better deal" He 
mentioned that ever since the AMA 
came along he's lost money. “I 
started the whole thing and I got the 
crumbs.” The AMA? "They're only a 
sanctioning body. They always get 
theirs, but they don't give anything. 
We need two organizations." Dye 
would like to see two competing 
sanctioning bodies, east and west. 

He also stated that the AMA is on 
probation in California for pulling 
licenses for non-AMA sanctioned 
racing. To this the AMA replied: 
"Maybe someday the California 
decision will be tested with a 
showdown in court, but nobody 
really cares that much one way or 
the other. They mentioned the 
Florida Winter series that Tony 
DiStefano and Billy Grossi rode even 
though the pro clas wasn’t 
sanctioned. Nothing was made of 
it."

Around 9:30 a.m. Dye had the 
spectator gates closed and stopped 
selling tickets. Lancione estimated 
that about one thousand to 1500 
tickets had already been sold. That’s 
purely an estimate. The two met 
again. Light Brown referred to it as 
stalking each other at a distance. 
Basic conversation was: If you don’t 
give us the money you won't have a 
race. I’m not going to give you the 
money. Dave Welsh, who was later 
fired by the AMA, showed up as 
Lancione was heading to the PA to 
make the announcement. Dye 
showed the pair that he did have the 
purse money, counting it out in front 
of them. Lancione said that Dye’s 
comment was: if I run the race it 
will cost me $20,000, if I don’t itonly 
costs me $10,000. 

Lancione informed the riders that 
the race had been cancelled. Their 
reaction was disbelief. He reported 
that some of the factory riders just 
turned around and got ready to 
move on. The privateers didn’t take 
it so easily. Lancione thought the 
privateers behaved remarkably well, 
considering that they had just taken 
it in the rear. 

Things got kind of ugly, particu- 
larly for Dave Welsh, standing there 
in his AMA jacket. Light Brown felt 
more secure, a raincoat covered his 
jacket. Lancione confirmed that Dye 
did pay back the full refunds on 
tickets sold and the concession 
rentals, and that the tractors did pull 
all stuck vehicles out. In his opinion 
the track was rideable. Traffic kept 
coming in even after the event was 
cancelled and when he left after 
noon there appeared to have been 
enough people there to have at least 
allowed the promoter to break even 
or come close to it. Again, that is an 
estimation. 

Lancione confirmed that Dye had 
expressed concern about the weather 
and the delay of the race by one 
week. He reported that he too was 
concerned about the weather. 

What about Dye’s statement that 
the AMA took over the racing that 
Dye had started? First, Lancione 
expressed the opinion that Dye did 
indeed deserve the credit for 
launching motocross in the U.S. He 
pointed out that the FIM selected 
the AMA as the sanctioning body 
and since they controlled the 
European riders, that’s the way it 
had to be. He did mention that he 
felt the AMA had bent over back- 
wards to be courteous to Dye 
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because he had introduced the 
racing. They offered him a three- 
year option for the 125 GP and a 
Trans-AMA event each year. 

So, there it is. Ancient history. 
The AMA has taken steps to prevent 
another last-minute cancellation, or 
at least to reduce the chance of it

serious racers have already made the 
switch. Marty Smith rode a modified 
CR instead of his factory RC at the 
first National this year. He used a 
Red Line swingarm and S&W 
shocks. Dick Miller really likes the 
DG Performance laydown arrange- 
ment with gas Girlings on his Baja 
Elsie. 

The YZ seems faster, because the 
power burst is the most radical, but 
it also seems to have the shortest 
power range. The RM is the easiest 
bike to ride because of the nature of 
its power. The RM rear end seemed 
spot-on for everyone who rode it, 
from a 100-pounder up to 200- 
pounders. The YZ as delivered 
seemed stiff even for a 200-pounder. 

Conclusion? Comparing stock 
bikes, the majority of riders preferred 
the Suzuki. There is more proven
